DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL 
Report _on Accounts and Estimates for 1983/84 
Generally ; 


In addition to the General Account, the Council has two other accounts - 
the Stone Pit Fund and the Pavilion Fund, both of which are held on 
deposit. It is anticipated that the Pavilion Fund will be used during 
the coming year when the ‘Jindmill Community Centre is formally registered 
as a charity. 


The balence on the General Account was £2349 at 31st March, 1982, and this 
will become a small debit balance by 31st March 1983. This debit balance 
will need to be accounted for in fixing the new precept. 


The expenditure for Parish Council purposes has risen considerably as 
follows:- 


1979/80 £2664 : ; 
1980/81 £4754 (including £2000 provision 

| 1981/82 €6528 for lighting 

| 1982/83 £9480 


The product of a penny rate is estimated at £1680. 


The increase in expenditure over the past three years has been 
accounted for by street lighting improvements and the acquisition 

of the 'lindmill Community Centre. Whilst the former is now completed, 
the latter will remain for some years yet as the land will have to be 
paid for and none of the anticipated grants were forthcoming. 


Cenetery 
The estimates allow for grass cutting only whilst the burial 
income will probably remain minimal. 


Allotments ¢268 


The provision of a new gate will account for the surplus built up, 
but there should be a samll surplus during the coming year. 


Street Lighting ¢2,100 
The improvements are now completed and paid for and expenditure should 
now revert to energy and maintenance only. 


Castle Grounds £260 


The estimates allow for grass cutting only, with income from the 
Football Club, but attention ought to be given to painting the playground 
equipment to give it a more presentable appearance. 


| General Expenses and Town Hall 

' £1055 & £195 

The estimates are for basics only, but consideration will need to be 
given to the provision of bus tokens for the lderley and disabled and 
the possibility of providing some form of skip service for bulk refuse. 
The re-decoration of the Town Hall might also be considered. 


vindmill Community Centre £6493 (est. 1983/84) 

The expenditure for 1982/83 includes the rent until 3rd September, 

interest paid on the overdraft for the remainder of the yeer and the 
contribution from the General Account to the purchase, as the Loan Approval 
was for £20,000 and the purchase price, including surveyors! fees £21,871. 
No repayment has yet been made on the loan outstanding end the Bank have 
asked that a formal loan account be set up as soon as the general position 
is clearer. The Pavilion Fund will be transferred in due course and £16,500 
will be needed to be put in the loan account. Formal discussions will 
probably take place in the near future, but it is hoped that existing 
arrengenents might continue until September; this will mean that the 

loan account will operate for six months and the annuity payment be in the 
region of £1500, interest for the first six months amounting to about £1150.

Vacancy for Council Member: Following the announcement of a vacancy for 
councillor there had been no request by electors for an election to be held, 
ane it was left for council members to choose a replacement. Two volunteers 
came forward: Mr. B. Ellis and Mr. 8. West. However, Mr. RX. Rose was 
proposed by Mrs. Checseman, seconded by Mrs. Robinson; and Mr. G. Fenemore 
was proposed by Mr. Hayward and seconded by Mr. O'Neill. On a vote of the 


‘council Mr. Fenemore was co-opted as the new member. 


Mrs E, Marshall, widow of the late Councillor Bill Marshall, wrote in thanks 
of the council's condolences,

lirs. Cheeseman agreed that the Committee would keep a careful watch on the 
situation following comments made about the noise at evening functions. 


Messrs. Edward Bigwood: and Bewley had submitted their account in connection 
with the sale of land, but this would not be passed for payment until land 
negotiations were completed. 
The owner of Windmill Stores had applied to build an extension right up to 
his boundary and temporarily remove the wire fence. He also applied to 
extend his garden by acquiring land from the council and to have access 
fron his garden to the roadway.

Fire calls, up to and including 18th June, have been. 15 calls 
this month, bringing this year's total to 58. 


This month's calls consist of : 1 maliscious false alarm, 
4, mechanical false alarms, 4 road traffic accidents, 1 house fire, 2 
vehicle fires, 1 hedgerow fire, 1 call to a fluorescent light fitting - 
smoking in the stores at Horton General Hospital and 1 call to stand by ‘ 
at Banbury Fire Station. 


Recruiting. At present we have 10 personnel on the roll at Deddington. 
9 of these are qualified to ride on the appliance and one is still 
undergoing his induction training. We have another man, i.e. Gerald 
Marangone, joining on 1st July and two more applications which are being 
processed at the moment. From this you will see we are slowly 
increasing the station strength. 


A retained firefighter is not considered to be fully qualified ~~ 
until he has completed 2 years training. . Firstly they have to do 8 
weeks induction training. During this period they learn the basics 
about the equipment and the appliance after which they take a test and 
if satisfactory they are allowed to turn out to fires. Their training 
continues and after 5 months they take another test. After 11 months 
training they take another test, but during this period they attend a 
one week's basic training course at the County training school. 


tin 
The training still Seas at station level for another 12 
months, after which another test has to be taken. During this second 
12 months they are required to attend another one week's course at the 
training school. This course is solely on the use and safety procedures 
of breathing apparatus. It is only when they have passed the 23 month's 
test and the breathing apparatus course that a retained firefighter is 


considered to be fully qualified. Even after being fully qualified 

every retained firefighter has to do 2 hours training every week. This 
is the purpose of our drill nights on Tuesday nights, during which all aff 
personnel are kept familiar with all equipment and trained in the use % a 
of any new equipment. { 


From this readers will realise that being a firefighter is not 
just the excitement of riding on the fire engine, but that 2a lot of hard 


‘work and training goes on behind the scenes.

The question is always with us - how far should a Government, cr 
the citizens represented by it, “interfere” with Church affairs? 
tiow far should the Church “interfere" with Governments? Before 
you say "Never!", think of the Pope in Poland. : 


This is a local as well as a national issue. We have a fine church 
building in Deddington. We ask the whole community to help keep it 
up. But the community cannot altogether call the tune as to the 
message of the Church today. If the Church is to be of any value 
to us, it must Stand over against us. Church and community support 
each other. "Fear God. Honour the-Queen."° ©
